Fashion exports date back far 
more than nine yeara — a handful 
of the present doy exhibitors were 
already making their first export 
attempts in the early "405, Then 
they only went to the neighbouring 
countries. Nonetheless, the increase 
in textile exports which has taken 
place over the years from the first 
Fushion Weck in 1965 is a atart- 
ling one: a total of $41 million 
then, as compared to the moat re- 
cently released figures for 1972 of 
$127 million, 

Visiting buyera at this year's 
Fashion Week -— oxpected to total 
between 400 and 600 — will find a 
familiar pattorn In the form of the 
exhibits themselves: a total of 80 
participating manufacturers, ten of 
whom are newcomers to the Weck, 
occupying individual rooms cover- 
Ing 5 floors of the Tel Aviv Hilton.

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The changes they will find are, 
hopefully, the less immediately ap-

"The delivery times of our manu- 
facturers dictate this: they can’t put 
out new collections each mMnonth and 
get them onto shop raila abroad 
in record time like Paris pret-a- 
porter producers. These type of 
basics must, nonetheless, be fashion- 
able, Our most successful fashion 
exporters are those who specialize 
strictly In a certain category, add- 
Ing thelr own imagination and flair.

Jerusalem Post Fashion Reporter 
hee Shenkar College of Fashion 

and Textile Technology opened 
Its doors to its first student in the 
autumn of 1970. The school was set 
up with the backing of members of 
the International Textile Commit- 
tees at the Jerusalem Hconomic Con- 


ference, Its purpose: to provide 
tralned manpower for the textile 
industry at middle management 


level in the form of textile and 
fashion designers as well as pro- 
duction engineers and marketing 
and sales executives. 

From the atart, the school's board 
of governors stressed that it would 
be working In the closest coopera- 
Uon with the textile industry. The 
industry's manpower needs would be 
served and it was hoped thelr in- 
tercat in the whole process of pro- 
fessional education and training 
(both for full-time and part-time 
students) would be stimulated, there- 
by ensuring jobs for all graduates. 

Last summer, the school's first 
graduates completed thelr two-year 
course, and embarked on the serious 
business of finding employment, 
How successfully has the school 
fulfilled its aims to date? How 
of the students have found suitable 
jobs? Are they satisfied with the 
training they recelved? What are 
the attltudes they are faclng in their 
Places of work, how much scops 
and encouragement do they re- 
ceive from their present employers? 
These wera some of the questions 
we put to a group of textile and 
fashion dealgn graduates at a re- 
cent round-table discussion, 


eke 


WHERE the fashion design grad- 
uates were concerned — we 


spoke to flve of them — the general 
consenaus waa that thelr fearg 
about finding work had Proved un- 
founded. Of a total number of 
some 22 graduates in fashion de- 
sign, nly one Is currently jobless, 
according to Fashion School head 
Carmella Brteschik; 90 per cent 


are well-satisfled with what they 
are dolng. 

On the question of salaries, the 
graduates we spoke to felt that 
they had been given pretty fair 
deals at the start of their working 
career and that thelr lack of ex- 


perlencs in commercial negotiation th 


had not, on the whole, been ex- 
ploited by thelr employers. Criti- 
cisms tended to be on fairly general 
lines, concerning matters such as 
the way factories were run, rather 
than personal working conditions, 

A point emphasized by Miss Hr- 
teachlk is that the fashion design 
course’s prime aim js to provide 


students with a sound baals for how = 


to work, how to use existing fab- 
rica, most of all how to think. 
Practieal experlence in industry 
will widen their scope, allowing 
them to carry out thelr own ideas. 


Reinforced principle 


Students’ comments reinforc- 
ed this principle. They felt that 
more specialization In certain fields 


— leatherwear, for example — would ; 


have been helpful, but they found 
that the specific and new problems 
they were facing in day-to-day 
work were surmountable. Their 


many studies had certainly taught them 


how to think around a particular 
problem and solve it for themselves, 
within the framework of the de- 
mands of mass-production.
